The Nevada Department of Corrections (NDOC) reports that on Tuesday, August 25, 2020 at 
approximately 7:25 a.m., Offender Howard Alexander, #1227200 died in Hospice at 
Northern Nevada Correctional Center in Carson City, Nevada. Alexander, a 75-year-old 
male, was a U.S. citizen and Nye County commit serving three sentences of Conspiracy to 
Commit Violate the Uniform Controlled Substances Act, 1st Off with a sentence of 24 to 60 
months. Alexander arrived at the NDOC on December 20, 2019. An autopsy will be 
scheduled per NRS 209.3815. Next-of-kin has been notified. 
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
